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Soviet Russia Speeds Up 
: Tying Satellite Leaders To The Kremlin

for the first time since the Bolshevik 

revolution, large numbers of foreign 
visitors are going to the Soviet Union 
These are selected groups of trade union- 
ists, peasants, engineers, students, of- 
ficers and Community Party probationers 
from Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and other satellite countries. 


They are being admitted in their 
thousands for the sole purpose of study- 
ing Soviet methods. and techniques and 
undergoing Bolshevik indoctrination from 
the fountain-head. 


TRAINING GROUPS 


Following the recent visit of a large 
delegation of Polish trade unionists to the 
US.S.R., a group of 250 Polish peasants 
left Warsaw last week to be trained on 
the collective farms in the Ukraine. Other 
gtoups are being organized and will fol- 
low them during the year. 

Communist—Party. selection officers 
have been for some time past combing 
the Polish technica] schools and engineer- 
ing plants for candidates suitable to be 
trained in Russia, technically and also 
politically, AS a result, the first groups 
of engineers numbering several hundreds 
are leaving for Moscow to be rerouted 
through the Soviet training centres. 

In a recent speech in Warsaw to 
party leaders, the Jeading Politburo. mem- 
ber, Jacob Berman, complained that al- 
though engineers form the most vital 


element for the industrialization and so- 
cialization of Polish industry—particu 
larly for the success of the Six Year 
Plan—only 25 per cent of them are mem- 
bers of the Polish Communist Party. 

Soviet military school have for some 
time been open to specially selected of- 
ficers from Poland and other satellite 
countries.

In answer to Mr. D. S. Ashdown’s 
letter in June 10 Daily Times criticizing 
the stand of the I.W.A. in the present

the following pertinent facts may well be 
remembered by both the general public 
and the union membership. 

Living costs have risen greatly in the 
past two years, but the woodworkers 
have received no increase in wages dur- 
ing that period, Furthermore, living costs 
are no respecters of persons and all 
classes of employees, skilled or unskilled, 
are faced with the same increase. Thus 
there seems no basis for any discrimina- 
tory wage award. The only purpose of 
such an award is to drive a wedge of dis- 
sension between various groups encom- 
passed by the union. 

As regards the employer’s ability to 
pay the increase in wages asked by the 
Union, without any increase in the’ price 
of lumber, it would be well to note that 
the majority of logs and lumber pro- 
duced in British Columbia is sold in the 
United States market, where competing 
US. timber producers manage to stay in 
business and make a good profit while 
paying a wage scale which averages 45 
cents an hour higher than that paid at 
present in B.C. Add to this the fact that 
B.C. producers also benefit from the 10% 
devaluation of the Canadian dollar, when 
selling on the U.S. market, and the LW.A. 
proposal for wage increases does not 
seem unduly drastic. 

Before discussing the question of 
Union shop. versus Maintenance of 
Membership, it should be clearly under- 
stood that the.

This would, of course, put an ideolog- 
fea] damper on concerted rehabilitation 
projects like the sensational French Schu- 
man plan for the pooling of western 
Europe's coal and steel. Indeed, this 
sweeping proposal for unprecedented co- 
operation, which has aroused so much 
hope and optimism among the western 
powers, seems to be the immediate objec 
tive of the Socialist declaration. 

The Labor Party doesn’t speak offi- 
cially for the Attlee government. But 
that’s a hair-splitting distinction, be 
cause the party is master of the govern- 
ment which it creates 

However, Prime Minister Attlee took 
cognizance of the consternation caused 
by his party's edict and hastened to give 
an explanation in the House of Com- 
mons. He declared that his government 
wanted “to help and not to hinder” the 
Schuman plan. The Prime Minister held 
out hope that “the practical working out 
of the scheme will show ways by which 
the United Kingdom may be able to as- 
sociate itself with this valuable piece of 
co-operation.” 

The point is that Britain has refused 
to commit herself in advance of hearing 
exactly what the continental countries 
propose in connection with the Schuman 
plan. The reason for this may be ex- 
plained in the Labor Party statement re- 
garding further programs for European 
political or economic union. This em- 
phasized that European unity is not an 
“overriding end in itself" and that na- 
tional sovereignty and Britain’s obliga- 
tions to her Commonwealth must come 
first 

The story as unfolded thus far leaves 
one with the feeling that there is much 
left unsaid. Britain is an active member 
of other co-operative organizations 
formed in western Europe since the war. 

Why then should she suddenly shy 
away from the steel-andcoal project 
which has held out so much promise for 
the strengthening of western Europe? 

It's a fair guess that John Bull is 
fearful on two scores: His steel and coal 
industries are among his greatest assets 
and the Schuman plan might hit him 
hard on the pocketbook. Further, the 
dollar-supplying dominions have. a d& 
cided interest in the extent of Britain's 
surrender of sovereignty in any such co- 
operative project, and they may have 
shown uneasiness,

In an interim order, dated May 29, 1950, the Board of Transport Commissioners for Canada 
authorized a new schedule of rates for the British Columbie Telephone Company. The 


new rates went into effect on June 10. 


The next telephone bills received by subscribers will be based on the new rates. Because 
the billing dates vary with the different exchanges, most telephone bills will contain an 
adjustment between the old rates and the new for the period from June 10 to the billing 
date. In such cases, details will be shown on a statement enclosed with the bill. Because 


of these adjustments, the total rental charges on the first bill may be greater than on later 
bills. 


“Dollar Discount” Abolished 


Ai the “dollar discount” has been done away with, the amount to be paid by the sub-_ 
scriber is the amount shown on the bill. In other words, subscribers should not deduct $1 


from the totals of their bills in making payment. 


The surcharge on Monophones and desk telephones has been eliminated. This means 


that the charge is now the same for all kinds of telephone instruments.

In its application to the Board of Transport Commissioners for Canada on June 29 of last 
year, the Company requested approval of rates which would give an estimated increase 
in gross revénue of $2,261,741 per annum.

Harmonium Traveled Pioneer 
Trails, Still Yields A Tune 


LADYSMITH (CP).—More than 
100 years old, a harmonium tnat 
has traveled thousands of miles 
over pioneer trails of western 
Canada still is in strong voice. 


The veteran music maker, nuw 
owned by Mra. Johm Simpson, 
was brought from England in 
the early 1800's by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Hunt, who served as 
pioneer Church of England mis- 
sionaries in the wilderness of 
northern Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. 4 

Mrs. Hunt played the compact 
keyboard instrument, which funec- 
tions with meta) reeds similar to 
an organ, at the wi'derness ser- 
vices. Her heaith began to fail 
and in 1862 she and her“husband 
féturned’ to ‘England 


The harmonium had been 
transported by canoe, horseback 
and by Indian carrie: down the 
Mackenzie River, the Winnireg, 
Slave, Churchill and Bear Lakes. 
Tt had been taken overland to 
Rocky Mountair House, to York 
Factory and The Pas, Man. 


Mrs. Simpson s father, Charles 
Adams, who was employed by 
the Hudson’s- Bay Company, 
bought the instrument and it bas 
remained in the farmly. 

It still yields a “stirring tune” 
every time she plays it; the 
bellows are as powerful as ever. 
All it needs is a bit of tuning. 

But Mrs. Simpson isn’t going 
to experiment. She thinks the
